The Empire of Japan.

This mysterious country—for so it
may be regarded—which has so long
baffled the cupidity and curiosity of for-
eigners, is just now from anticipated com-
ing events, the subject of much specula-
tion and interest. e therefore give the
following authentic desecription of it, so

' far as it goes :—

The Empric of Japan consists of three
large islands, the superficial extent of
which is stimated at 90,000 square miles
— also several of smaller dimensions.—
Niphon is the principal, and has a length
of about seven hundred miles. - Its great

capital—the city of Jeddo, has a popula-
'tion of more than a million and a half.—
The pajace of the Wmperor including its
| gardens, courts and outbuildings, is five
leagues in circumference, and forms a
sort of miniature city. The whole em-
pire is divided into seven principal dis-
tricts, which are subdivided into 70 Pro-
vinces. The population amounts to up-
ward of 30,0Q0. It is one of the richest
countries in the world, and abounds with
gold, silver and copper.  The religion is
Buddhist, and the govcrnmcnt*dcspotic.
The revenue and forces of the ¢mpire are
immense. The inhabitants are ingenious
and warlike, but treacherous. They
' manufaeture silks, cottons, poreelain and
lackerware ; rice, millet, wheat and bar-
ley are cultivated, while turnips, earrotts,
melons and cucumbers, all grow spon-
taneously. The mulberry, laurel, cam-
phor and the shrub-tree are quite com—
mon, but the most remarkable is the var-
nish tree, the juice of which is used to
varnish their furnitare. The Japanese
are of a yellowish complexion, their heads
are large, their necks short, their eyes
small, their hair dark brown, and their
noses, although not flat, thick and short.
Their houses are of wood, eolored white
and never exceed two stories in height.
They have neitheFtables, beds nor ehairs,
but sit and lie on carpets and mats. The
Duteh ean only trade with them at one
port—that of Nangasaki. The merchan-
dise carried thither consists of spices,
‘sugar, linen, cloth and elephants’ teeth,
' for which gold, silver, copper, rice and
poreelain are exchanged. Japan was
formerly divided into a great many small
kingdoms, which still retain the names—
but they were at length swallowed up in
one, to which all the rest have become
either subject or tributary. The tributa-
ry prinees are invested with regal dignity
and are absoluts in their respeetive ter-
But they are entirely subject
to the Kwperor, who can dispose, and

—that not a single iron horse was seen
panting along in the United States at
that time, and that now his iron hoofs
are heard thundering through the heart
of the Green Mountains, over the Hudson,
